S.O. 2537.—^In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1063 (22 of 1063), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Export of De-oiled Rice Bran 
(Quality Control and Insp^tion) Rules, 1066, published with the notifleaftion of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No. S.O, 060, dated the 
25th March, 1966, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Export of De-oiled Rice Bran (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Amendment Rules, 1066. 

2, In the Export of De*oilcd Rice Bran (Quality Control and Imspection) 
Rules, 1966, for sub-rules (2) and (3) of rule 4, the fo'lowing sub-rulea shall 
be substituted, namely: 

‘(2) Every intimation under sub-rule (1) shall be given not less than eight 
days before the expected date of shipment. 

(3) The fumigation agency shall first impregnate the empty bags intend¬ 
ed for packing de-oiled rice bran with Malathion by preparing an 
emulsion of 50 per cent. Premium Grade Malathion Emulsion Con¬ 
centrate diluted with w'ater In the proportion of 1:50, This emulsion 
shall be applied on the surface of the bags at the rate of 3 litres per 
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1,000 sq. ft, or 3-26 litres per 100 sq. metres of ban surface, There¬ 
after the impregnated bags shall be filled with ae-oded rice bran 
and fumigated with either— 

(i) Metliyl Bromide by using a dose of 8 lb. per 1,000 cu. ft. or 48 g/cu. 
metre with an exposxrre period of 24 hours under gas-tight covers, 
or 

(il) Phostoxin by using a dose of 4.3 grams/tonne with an exposure period 
of 120 hours under gas-tight covers."
